MSSD Theatre —seeing is believing

Tim McCarty of MSSD’s Theatre 
Arts Department says that “A lot of 
people don’t come to our productions 
because they think that it is just “high 
school kids’ . . . then once they do 
come, they are hooked!” 

There is a lot for both audience and 
student to get hooked on in Theatre 
Arts at MSSD. Years of planning and 
play production have evolved into a 
full curriculum of eight elective courses. 
An MSSD student is required to take a 
minimum of two elective courses before 
graduation. Performing Arts courses 
cover the gamut of work involved in 
putting together a production. 

Introduction to Play Production may 
fulfill an English credit or a Performing 
Arts credit. Other courses are Body 
Movement, Scene Interpretation and 
Technical Theatre I & II. Dance Tech- 
nique, and Discover with Dance may 
be selected to fulfill the Physical Educa- 
tion credit or Performing Arts, and the 
Music course may fulfill either a Com- 
munication or a Performing Arts 
requirement. 

Through the curriculum and the 
regular schedule of productions, MSSD 
is developing a core group of students 
and faculty who really understand the 
business and teamwork of the theatre. 

For each presentation, students and 
faculty members work together both in 
front of the audience and behind the 
scenes. Make-up, wardrobe, scenery, 
lights and sound all must be developed 
and designed for each production. The 
months of preparation teach each 
member the meaning of responsibility 
and commitment. 

“You can only miss rehearsal if you 
are dead,” says McCarty. “On time 
means 15 minutes early so that you 
can warm up and be ready.” Team- 


work comes above the desires of the 
individual. “I have a friend visiting on 
campus’ is not an acceptable excuse 
for deserting the other team members 
at rehearsal or a work session, says 
McCarty. Students have an enforced 
responsibility to the group. 

The result of the discipline is that 
“seeing is believing.” The quality of the 
MSSD productions are neither luck nor 
the work of one or two talented peo- 
ple. This year’s schedule will show the 
audience the work of at least 100 peo- 
ple, hours of rehearsals and weeks of 
classes. 

All students are invited to audition 
for the MSSD productions. This year 
four different presentations have been 
scheduled. The fall production, a group 
of one-act plays, included the “Ugly 
Duckling” by A.A. Milne and “African 
Folk Tales.” This production is now 
available as part of the repertoire of 
shows that can be presented when the 
troupe is invited to perform at other 
schools or locations around the city. 

The second Dance Concert to be 
produced by the department will be 
held Dec. 9-11 in the MSSD auditori- 
um. Marcia Freeman, dance instruc- 
tor/choreographer, is creating one of 
the dances for the concert. A Rock 
Concert scheduled for March will be a 
forum for what students have learned 
through the music program designed 
by Norman Lederman and Karen 
Semanchik (OTG-Nov. 22). Eric 
Malzkuhn, director and sign language 
adaptor, and Emmit Woodey, technical 
director and designer, will begin shortly 
on the finale of the season—the Spring 
Production opening on May 5, 1983.

Workshop to help 
deaf women and 
rehab. counselors 


Helping develop ways to change atti- 
tudes, knowledge and behavior of both 
school and rehabilitation counselors 
and the deaf women clients they serve 
will be the focus of a special workshop 
to be held in Ely Center this Wednes- 
day, Dec. 8. 

The workshop will be attended by 
about 50 women and men, both deaf 
and hearing, including school and re- 
habilitation counselors, professionals 
and other people connected with deaf- 
ness. During the day they will par- 
ticipate in brainstorming sessions to 
look at issues in deaf women’s lives 
and to see how counselors can work 
with deaf women more effectively. 

The workshop is really part of a 
larger project to develop materials that 
will be disseminated to both deaf 
women and counselors. This fall, a 
Department of Counseling proposal on 
“Expanding Occupational Options for 
Deaf Women” was one of only two 
proposals to receive funding from the 
Department of Education through its 
Women’s Educational Equity Act Pro- 
gram. This program, over the years, 
has supported universities and other 
agencies who want to develop mate- 
rials for specific populations. 
Gallaudet’s is the first deafness-related 
proposal to receive such funding. 

Marita Danek and Fran White, both 
assistant professors in the Department 
of Counseling, are the project director 
and project coordinator. Also working 
with the project are Teena Wax and 
Roger Beach of the Counseling Depart- 
ment. Research Specialist Pam Getson 
will be the project evaluator. 

Following the workshop, Danek, 
White and others working with the 
project will begin putting together the 
materials, which will probably include 
two videotapes and a workbook for 
deaf women and one videotape and 
two workbooks for school and rehabili- 
tation counselors. 

At the workshop, the keynote ad- 
dress will be given by Barbara Harslem, 
vice president for Institutional Advance- 
ment. During the morning, six small 
groups will discuss attitudes, knowledge 
and behavior for counselors and for 
clients. During the afternoon, two 
groups will focus on counselors and 
clients. 

Danek emphasized that they were 
approaching the workshop with no 
fixed ideas and that participants would 
help determine what materials needed 
to be developed. After the materials 
are developed next semester, they will 
be field tested next summer. | 





Home ec. students attend meeting 


Fourteen home economics students 
at Gallaudet who have been taking the 
Preschool Practicum course here at- 
tended the National Association for the 
Education of Young Children Conven- 
tion at the Washington Hilton Hotel 
Nov. 12 and 13. 

Instructor Jean Edwards gave a 
videotape presentation on the program 
and discussed the work of her students, 
who have been working with hearing 
children in daycare centers through 
Catholic Charities Model Cities Center. 
The program, which began six years 
ago, aims to put children in a helping 
position, abolish prejudices and devel- 
op empathy, altruism and self- 
confidence through unique teaching 
methods and innovative modes of 
communication. 

Many of the participants at the con- 
vention expressed a desire to purchase 
the videotape, the Gallaudet students 
were offered jobs, and many people 
encouraged Edwards to take the pro- 
gram to Chicago in March. 

On the videotape, Denis Antoine, 
Rudy Hutchison and Arminda White of 
Catholic Charities Model Cities Center 
spoke of the many contributions the 
Gallaudet students have made during | 
the past six years in the growth and 





development of the children. A com- 
puter search of literature shows that 
there is no research on the contribu- 
tions that a hearing impaired caretaker 
can make to children, and the program 
invited more research in this area. 

The convention was attended by 
about 14,000 people. Some of the 
Preschool Practicum students said they 
felt very positive about their careers 
after they attended the convention.

The Pas-A-Pas Club

In the latter part of the 19th century, 
clubs for the deaf sprang up around 
the country. Generally, each club of- 
fered social activities and was a meet- 
ing place for the deaf people of the 
community to come together. Most 
clubs offered annually a theater pro- 
duction, ball and picnic. Most invited 
guest speakers and had literary divi- 
sions for those with creative impulses. 
A popular activity of the clubs was bi- 
cycling or “racycling” as it was com- 
monly called back then. The clubs went 
on racycling outings to various loca- 
tions around their communities. In The 
Silent Worker, there are numerous ar- 
ticles and photographs regarding these 
outings. 

One of the largest and most well- 
known clubs of the 1890s was the Pas- 
A-Pas Club of Chicago. Originally 
organized in 1882, the club did not at- 
tract enough members and failed to get 
off the ground. Due to this shaky start, 
when the club was organized once 
again in 1890, it was given the title 
Pas-A-Pas, meaning step by step. 

The club prospered under the man- 
agement of several now well-known 
deaf individuals, including Philip J. 
Hasentab and Oscar H. Regensburg. 
Both were graduates of Gallaudet Col- 
lege and quite active in the deaf com- 
munity on various levels. Hasentab was 
the only deaf minister to the deaf in 
Chicago at that time, being the pastor 
of the M.E. Mission of the Deaf. 
Regensburg was a publisher of the Ex- 
ponent, a newspaper for the deaf, and 
owned his own printing company. 

The club grew to 58 members by 
1892, a large number considering the 
charge for membership. To become a 
member one had to have “good moral 
character” but could be of “whatever 
nationality or creed.” An initiation fee 
of $2 was charged plus 50° for dues 
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each month. Many deaf people of 
Chicago did not join due to the cost. 
However, all balls, picnics and theater 
productions and lectures were open to 
all. In February, 1891, a ball attended 
by about 400 deaf people was held at 
the Grand Palace Hotel. 

The club also provided monthly lec- 
tures on various topics. In 1891, Ed- 
ward Miner Gallaudet travelled to 
Chicago to speak. Again in 1893, 
while participating in the World Con- 
gress of the Deaf, Gallaudet lectured to 
the club. The club, incidentally, played 
an active role in the social arrange- 
ments for the World Congress. 

Deaf clubs, like the Pas-A-Pas Club, 
have always played an integral role in 
the deaf community. They have not 
only been active in providing social ac- 
tivities for the deaf community but have 
been instrumental in offering deaf peo- 
ple outlets for artistic expression and in- 
tellectual growth. They have always 
been an important voice regarding the 
social, economic and educational con- 
cerns in the deaf community. For these 
reasons, the history of clubs for the 
deaf is an essential component of the 
social history of the deaf community in 
the United States.

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Curriculum guides 

The results of several years of work 
on the development and evaluation of 
curriculum materials at KDES will soon 
be realized. This month, KDES will 
begin national dissemination of curricu- 
lum guides in Language Arts, Social 
Studies, Science, Mathematics and 
Auditory Training. 

The guides are the first in a series of 
self-contained curriculum materials to 
be disseminated by KDES. Each of the 
guides for Language Arts, Science, 
Social Studies and Mathematics in- 
cludes a scope and sequence of objec- 
tives, suggested learning activities, 
resource materials and, in some cases, 
evaluation strategies. The guides also 
contain networks describing the scope 
and sequence of objectives for record- 
keeping purposes. 

KDES content specialists have been 
writing criterion referenced test items 
and evaluation techniques to assess 
student achievement of curriculum ob- 
jectives in each of the four major sub- 
jects. These items will be pilot tested in 
KDES classrooms and, at some point 
in the future, these test items and their 
matching objectives will be field tested 
in programs serving the deaf.

This paper represents preliminary 
data in an ongoing research project.
